Tlio Aborigines. 

The Report on Indian Affairs for 
1872, the last that will bear the name 
of Joseph Howe, is before us. In it 
an abstract of the Report of Lieut- 
enant Colonel Powell, Indian Superin- 
tendent for British Columbia, occupies 
a prominent place. As this is the 
first regular appearance of the Paoific 
Province in this connection, the event 
has Evidently evoked more than com- 
mon interest in the Indian Department 
at Ottawa. A cursory glance at this 
the first Report of our Indian Super- 
intendent may not be uninteresting 
even to our local readers, partly, it 
may be, upon the principle that one 
has sometimes to go from home lor in- 
I formation respecting home matter;;. 
There are ten recognized nationalities, 
giving an appioximate aggregate of 
thirty thousand. The establishment 
of a military post at Alborni is recom- 
mended. It would be in the centre of 
the Aht Nation (a savage and blood- 
thirsty nation), and would exert a salu- 
tary influence upon all the coast, trihes. 
The Shuswap Nation is represented as 
a comparatively superior race of In- 
dians. They are industrious, and have 
made considerable p. ogress in agricul- 
ture and stock-farming, besides accu- 
mulatiug a good deal of money by 
packing and ho:.ting for the whites. 
Comparing the coast Indians with 
those in the interior, the Superintend- 
ent considers the latter far superior in 
character and general condition. The 
mental capacity and mechanical genius 
of the Indians ho represents as very 
great. They make wonderful pro- 
gress in systematic education, as de- 
monstrated more especially at Metla- 
kathla; they stock guns, forge main- 
springs, make neat and sometimes 
even elegant articles cf furniture, and 
are splendid carvers in wood, metal 
and slate, — the jewellery fashioned by 
them with the rudest of impbments 
would be no discredit to first-rate ar- 
tists. The elegant canoes, carved out 
of huge cedars by the Hydahs and 
Ahts are perfection in design and 
workmanship; the lines of the first clip- 
per-ship built in Boston having been 
taken from a Nootka canoe. Never- 
theless, these people, especially on 
the coast, are terribly depraved. Virtue 
is unappreciated, and vice in it most 
loathsome forms prevails. We copy 
from the abstract:— 

"The necessity for, and the duty of 
effecting a thorough change, and of 
vigorously and systematically carrying 
out plans for improvement, are clearly 
established by Superintendent Pow- 
ell's Report. And strenuous efforts, 
as he plainly shows, are required with 
a view to bringing about amelioration 
in the condition and habits of those 
coast northern bands. It is evident 
that the individual responsibilities of 
each member of society in these Indian 
communities in not understood, and 
general degradation is the consequence. 
Dr. Powell, in his comprehensive and 
excellent report, urges that an enlight- 
ened and liberal Indian policy should 
be adopted and pursued towards them. 
His description of their practices and 
propensities [renders it abundantly 
manifest that civilization, in its best 
sense, and humanizing agencies is 
absolutely required as a means of ele- 
vating their condition, and also for 
rendering their future intercourse 
with an inflowing white population 
what it ought to be." 

The Superintendent proceeds to 
point out the importance of the Indian 
population both as consumers and pro- 
ducers, supporting his position by ex- 
tracts from this journal, and he urges 
the duty of large and systematic effort 
for their civilization and general im- 
provement, pointing to the Buccess 
which has attended the efforts of 
Christian missionaries. The magni- 
tude and demoralizing effects of the 
liquor traffic, and the necessity for its 
suppression are adverted to. The re- 
moval of the Indians from the reserve 
at Victoria Harbor to a more .suitable 
location, and the sale of these hinds 
is recommended. Judged in the light 
of the more abstract before us, Col. 
Powell's Report must have been able, 
interesting, and exhaustive, and, as 
Mr. Spragge, the Deputy Superin- 
tendent of Indian Affairs for the Do- 
minion, remarks, in concluding his ab- 
stract, "It would be quite possible to 
collect from Superintendent Powell s 
report many more interesting particu- 
lars." It affords us no littlo pleasure 
to be able to concur in the conclusions 
and endorse the recommendations of 
the Report; and wo hero take occasion 
to compliment its author upon the 
evidence it affords of tho litnoss of his 
appointment to so important and re- 
sponsible a position. Will the valu- 
able HU^'gestions contained in the Re- 
port bo" (JCted upon ? Or does their 
utmost utility consist in merely filling 
the pages of a .Blue-book ?

Destruction of the Alexan- 
dra Palace. 



[London limes, Juno 7th.] 

On Mondays in mid-day, this stately 
edifice, which but a fortnight ago had 
been opened to the public under new 
and promising auspices, was destroyed 
by fire, with most of the valuable pro- 
perty it contained, including many 
rare* works of art, and nothing now re- 
mains of it but four bare, blackened, 
roofless walls, presenting a melancholy 
spectacle. As most Londoners know, 
it occupied an elevated position on the 
brow of a hill, surrounded by a park, 
about midway between Highgate, 
Horuey, and Tottenham, and com- 
manding for miles rouud views of a 
landscape of mevellous beauty. The 
building, aecordiug to tho "Official 
Guide, was for the most part composed 
of tho materials of the International 
exibition of 18G'2, and set up at a cost 
of £500,000 or £600,000. It, was be 
gun in ISti-l, and completed two yenvs 
afterwards. The materials used in the 
vutward elevation were white bricks, 
oaried with rod, and with Portland 
stucco. The style was Italian renais- 
sance, with the use of tho Corinthian 
order. The dome, which constituted 
the central feature of the edifice, had 
been partly cased with metal, and a 
similar process was applied to the roof. 
It was a substantial and elegant struc- 
ture, SHH) feet in length by an extreme 
width of 450 feet, and was arranged in 
the form ol a nave, with three transepts, 
the centre of one which was surmount- 
ed by a dome 170 feet in diameter and 
2'20 feet high. 

Prom all accounts the fire originated 
in tho dome, and first disclosed itself 
some time between half-past 12 and 1 
o'clock. It was first observed in the 
rim of the dome, and speedily shot up- 
wards and round it, alarming the whole 
of the people in the building and all 
connected with it. A telegram was 
despatched to the headquarters of the 
Metropolitan Fire Brigade in waiting- 
street, and Captain Shaw, the chief of 
the Brigade, was speedily on his way 
to the scene of the fire. Captain Shaw 
had taken with him nine steam tire-en- 
gines and seven manual engines, with 
about 120 of the most experienced 
men in the] force. On their arrival 
the Brigade with their engines were 
speedily in .action. Tho tiro at first 
does not appear to have excited much 
alarm, and it was thought the engine 
belonging to tho establishment and 
some from the immediate neighbour- 
hood, for which messengers were des- 
patched in all directions, would have 
sufficed to extinguish it. But all in vain; 
it speedily baffled all, 'attempts t o re- 
strain its fury. The (lames spread 
along the roof, which fell m great 
flakes by degrees upon the area below, 
splitting the floor in places, and dis- 
tributing fire as it decended. At length 
the centre dome collapsed find fell in 
two directions with a tremendous crash. 
Just before that the cord of the Union 
Jack which had floated from the dome 
was burnt through, and the flag itself, 
coining down by the run, soon disap- 
peared in the burning ruins. The 
draperies of the Royal box caught lire 
as tho falling roof came in contact, with 
them, and served to spread the flames 
to other parts of the building. By 3 
o'clock the work of destruction was 
complete, The organ — one of the 
grandest of its kind, whichstood on the 
north side of the centre transept -has 
perished, with its t*vo attendant en- 
gines and all the rest of the' interior 
fittings of tho building. It was built 
by Willis, under the superintendence 
of Sir Michael Costa, and had 101 
stops, 80 of which were sounding stops, 
and was worked bv two steam-engines 
one eight horse and another L3 — horse 
power. The line orchestra in front of 
the organ, w hich was sufficiently large 
to accommodate 1,000 perform ors, and 
the front of which was adorned wiih 
busts of Beethoven, Handel, Rossini, 
Verdi, Mendelssohn, and Auber, has 
likewise disappeared, and so has the 
theater, with its pretty drop scene, 
and ali the rest, of its belongings. The 
whole interior, in fact, is an 
unsightly ruin from begining to end, 
completely open to the sky, and filled 
with iron material, twisted into all 
kinds of fantastic; shapes, and other 
rubbish. Such of the outer walls and 
towers as remain are in an exceedingly 
dangerous state and the firemen yes 
torday plied their vocation with more 
than the accustomed peril. Still, all 
the main outer walls and salient points 
of the structure remain, though, as we 
have said, in a precarious state, and, 
viewed from a little distance in the 
twilight of last evening, it- had much 
the appearance of an old ruin, wanting 
only the ivy. All this was the work 
of two hours. It remains to be stated 
that most of the pictures, water-color- 
ed drawings, tapestry, and music are 
saved, but t he precious loan collection 
of china, is said to have been destroy- 
ed wit h the exception of two vases con- 
tributed by the Queen. 

All the authorities on tho subject agree 
that the lire was caused by tho careless- 
ness of the plumbers who were repairing 
the oatdde of tho dome, and who left the 
"devil," otliorwiso their fire brazier, burn- 
ing whde they went to dinner. This was 
it will be remembered, exactly tho man- 
ner in which th(! late lire at Canterbury 
Cathedral and the two tiros at St. Mary 
.Magdalene's, Pad'dington, originated. 
Tho Palace was insured for £100,000.

A lartte meeting of ratepayers was con- 
vened at the Alhambra Hall lust ovomug 
to oonsider tue question of wator sup- 

^His Worship the Mayor camo forward 
and called for those ratepayers who had 
usked him to call this mooting to taKQ the 

^Messrs'. Bunstor, Grahome, Burnosand 
Allsop then came forwar. ..... 

The Mayor then said that out of justico 
to the City Council he wished to deny a 
statement made by some ot the Spring 
Ridge Water Co. that every facility had 
been given to the City Conned to come 
to some arrangement. No offer had been 
made until to-day at 1 o'clock, whonthe 
Chairman of the Board of Directors had 
sent a letter mating that the eon-pany 
would not be found unreasonable in mak- 
ing an arrangement. 

Mr Grauarae said he had no connec- 
tion with the 8. R. W. Co., but he had 
suffered great inconvenience for the want 
of water He had obtained his supply 
from New Westminster, and ho thought 
unless some arrangement was corao to 
that there was danger of lire and sick- 
ness. . , 

Mr Bunstor said that the amount of wa- 
ter used to-day was much greater than 
it was in '59 and "62 when the Spring 
Ridae was open to all carriers. Since the 
water had been shut off if a gentleman 
took a glass of brandy the barkeper 
would say, "take as much brandy as you 
want, but be careful ol the water 
(Laughter.) The company had received 
a large income from the city and ho 
thought they had used the Corporation 
verv budlv. What would happen to the 
city in ease of a lire he left to the imagin- 
. a tion of his hearers. He would move a 
resolution that three of the City Council 
• bo appointed to confer with the b. It. \\ . 
Co to make some arrangement for supply- 
ing the city with water at once. He 
blamed the City Council for the length of 
time taken in bringing in water from Mk 
Lake Had a company of miners found a 
prospect under this building they would 
We brought water in a tiume large enough 
to supply the city with water huforo 

' The Mayor here stated that in case of 
tire the Corporation hail made arrauge- 
montsto supply the Tiro Department 
with water. The city was just as safe aa 
ever it was. , , 

Mr. Allsop in a few remarks seconded 
Mr. Bunster's resolution. 

Mr E Harrison was then called upon. 
He referred to the water agitation of 1861 
and dreadod the consequences incase of a 
tiro and hoped some arrangement would 
be come to. , . . 

Mr Fell was called upon, and amid 
(treat' applause mounted the platform. 
He thought tho lawyers had had too 
much to do with tho matter. Had it not 
been for them wo should have had a 
Water Bill a year ago. Instead of Mr, 
Bunster blaming the City Fa hers he 
should blame the House of which ho was 
a member. There was no doubt that the 
S R W Co. had thrown every obstacle in 
the wav of the Council in bringing the 
SoteTTn from Elk Lake He thought the 
Company had not acted in a fair way 
They should havo come forward and 
made proper overtures to the Council. If 
we can do without the company, let us do 
go- if not lota committee be appointed and 
some arrangement come to. Ho thought 
wo had nothing, o fear from fire owing to 
tho efficiency of the Fire Department and 
the splendid machinery which they had. 
[great applause. J It was the brewers, 
hotelkeepers who suffered. 

Mr Bunster denied not having done 
his duty. Ho tried his best to get the 
Bill passed for a Water Charter, oven the 
bogus Bill, winch it was tried to pawn on 
on the House. 

Mr Jenkinson moved as an omoiKl- 
ment, That the Mayor and Council cut off 
the main pipe of the S.R.W.Co at their 
nearest boundary, make good the street 
and make arrangements to supply the city 
with water in the best way they can. He 
said that the Tire Department had made 
full arrangements in case of fire. He ad- 
vised the Corporation to bring in a supply 
of water in a two-board flume. The water 
would not bo brought in probably for the 
next two years.

Mr Brodrick deprecated tho levity with 
which the pubjeot had been apuroaohed, 
He thought wo ought to eqmo' to some 
conclusion to-night. [Cheers.] 

Mr Grahame, seconded by Air. fell, 
moved that the City take stops to procure 
an immediate supply of water. 

Mr. Higgins offered the following

Resolved, That whilst this meeting do- 
lifouatcit tl)0 action of tho S. R. W Works 
Company in cutting off the supply of 
w*tor, and views with alarm tho defence- 
less condition of tho city jn oass of f|re 
and tho great public inconvenience caus- 
ed thereby, it calls upon tho Cfty Conn- 
g\\ to take immediate steps to supply our 
present needs at the old rate:). 

Mr. C B, Brown seconded tho amend- 
ment, which was carried, ai)d the meeting 
adjourned.

Micoloah, alias John, indicted for at 
tempting to poison a woman named Mrs. 
Georgeson, of Plumper Pass, was arraign- 
ed and pleaded not guilty. 

Tho Attorney General appeared for the 
prosecution and Mr. Robertson for tho 
dofenco. 

Tho Attorney General stated tho caso 
for the prosecution, which was that the 
prisoner, as medicine man of tho tribe, 
was called in to attend her. He tried to 
induce her to swallow a part of a snake. 
She refused. Then he mixed her up a 
potion (a part of which was produced) 
and forced some of it down the patient's 
throat, since whon she had been very ill. 
The Attorney General, in conclusion, said 
that owing to the difficulty of proving the 
noxious or destructive character of the 
potion, tho proseiution abandoned tho 
charge of felony and would press for a 
conviction of common assault. 

Mr. Robertson said that the case for 
tho prosecution would then fall to the 
ground, as it would be impossible to 
prove the attempt without the intent. 

Th'J Attorney General read from Arch- 
bold to sustain tho course of the prose- 
cution. 

Tho Court sustained the objection of 
tho Counsel far the defence, tho indict- 
ment fell to tho ground, and a nolle pros. 
was ordered to be entered. 

Tho jury were informed that they were 
entitled to their fees in tho caso. 

ASSAULT. 

The same prisoner was next arraigned 
upon an indictment charging him witli 
an assault with a deadly weapon upon 
Henry Clapham. 

Henry Clapham hwoi-ii— Witness wont 
to arrest the prisoner for tho poisoning, 
and was cut by him on the left arm with 
a knife.

The jury retired, and after half an hour's 
deliberation returned a verdict of guilty 
of assault on a police officer m the ex- 
ecution of his duty.

The Attorney General prosecuted and 
Mr. Thoo. Davio appeared for the defence. 

A jury was ompannolod of which Mr. J. 
Cowper was foreman. 

Tne Attorney General introducod the 
the case for the prosecution. 

Elizabeth Woymiss sworn, and depos- 
ed that sho lived at Mr. Pooley's; kuew 
the prisoner; saw him last Sunday bv the 
twin trees on the Esquimalt road. About 
ono o'clock a. m. in going to Mr.Pooley's 
house for my Sunday school books, pass- 
ed tho Coach and Horses; saw half a 
dozen sailors there; ono was standing on 
tho door step, and one inside; tho one at 
tho door said, "'there she goes," and the 
rest ran out.

I had on a light calico dress; [the dross 
produced in Court was identified by the 
prisoner.] The Qrors|<ii't WftB torn by tho 
prisoner; I recognised prisoner by his 
face and by a pimple on the back of his 
neck. I had never talked to him before. 
Made no facos at tho sailors, 

Cross-examined by Mr. Davie— Prisoner 
pulled mo in; I struggled to prevent him; 
I screamed; I made no sign to the sail- 
ors; did not put my hand up to my nose; 
do not know a Marino named Wm. Wal- 
ker; do not recollect Easter Monday or 
13tb April; do not reoolloot prisoner 
giving mo a dollar 13 mouths iigoj do not 
know Hy. Yolkens; never met him on 
Esquimalt Road; did not ask him to go 
in tho bush with mo; do not know Thos, 
Willis, a sailor; do not recollect meeting 
him on the Esquimalt road; did not ask 
him into the bush with me. 

Re-examined by the Attorney-General.

Speotaole Rarely Witnessed

Captain Estes, a gentleman well-known 
/or many years in command of the Lake 
Ontario steamers, informs us that ho was 
tho witness a few nights since of a wonder- 
fid phenomenon ou Lake Ontario, the 
like of which he never saw before and 
does not expect to see again.
